THE WHITE SLAVE LAW. 


The Federal Supreme Court has once more’ decided that the. 


Mann white slave law is perfectly constitutional and that it is not 
necessary, as it was at first supposed, that the woman should be 
made to earn a living for the man by her sin. On the contrary, the 
majority of the convictions, indictments and arrests have been of men 
well to do, men who made no effort to secure money from their vic- 
tims, but who were immoral simply for the pleasure immorality 
afforded them, in other words, who were not white slavers at all as 
that term is usually understood. 

It is a subject of congratulation that that is true, and that the 
highest court in the land has now repeatedly sustained the applica- 
tion of the law on the broad principle that secured the conviction of 
Caminetti and Diggs. We Say it is a subject of congratulation, be- 
cause the number of actual white slavers is comparatively few, and 
the number of aristocratic and plutocratic offenders is many. Wealthy 
young men with more money than brains, or youths who fancied that 
their social position or that of their families was strong enough to 
allow them to defy alike the laws of God and man have learned 
that the Federal government is yet strong enough to reach up and 
pull them down from their pedestal of righteousness, and that they 
will be punished just as certainly and just as speedily as though 
they were the poorest and most obscure in the land. 

In fact, thanks to former United States District Attorney MeNab, 
who sacrificed his position to insist that justice should be done, this 
Federal administration will not soon again compromise crime for the 
purpose of pleasing those with fat pocketbooks, or big pulls, and it 
is gratifying to note that almost daily the wealthiest and most promi- 
nent in the land are being indicted and arrested where there is reason 
to believe that they have dared to outrage decency and to flout their 
wealth in the face of morality. 

Of course, we are not commenting upon the most recent cases 
which have not yet been tried. Every man is supposed to be inno- 
cent until proven guilty, and even though the known facts and ad. 
missions of the defendant leave little room for doubt, that rule must 
apply so far as a newspaper is concerned: 

But the fact that where there is a probable cause for suspecting 
a crime under the Mann law, the District Attorney does not hesitate 
to have even millionaires arrested, shows that the lesson taught by 
McNab has been fruitful and that interstate immorality, if we may 
80 designate it, is not going to be allowed in this country. 

It is greatly to the credit of the United States that that is true. 
It has long refused to’ allow European degenerates to come to this 
country with their mistresses, leaving sometimes their wives openly 
in Europe, and while the result of that policy of exclusion is to bring 
down on ouf heads the wrath of Russian authors and variety actresses 
from England, we are proud of the enemies that we are making and 
thank God that this country has proven worthy of their denunciation. 

The next step is to forbid-—state by state—the transportation 
of women for immoral purposes from one locality to another within 
the state. That is a law that can be far more easily enforced than 
the suppression of vice in each locality, and it will greatly curtail im- 
morality. A few higher-up convictions in that direction will result 
in as much terror among the wealthy degenerates as has the enforce- 
ment of the Mann law. It will give those worthies something to think 
about besides satisfying their passions, and while we do not hope to 
see vice ever eliminated entirely by any legal means, it can be cur- 
tailed and kept within bounds, and one thing can be done, the lead- 
ing astray of innocent girls, who know not which way they are being 
led, will be largely stopped» 

Of course there are women as well as men who want to be im- 
moral, who revel in immorality, and who can only be kept moral by 
being shut up in a solitary cell, which of course is out of the question. 
But it is not the woman who willingly goes: the downward path 
whom the state should interest itself in, 80 much as it should protect 
the green, unsophisticated girl who is led to hell without knowing it. 
That traffic can be suppressed or nearly so if the state authorities 
show half the zeal in enforcing local laws as the Federal government 
is showing in suppressing interstate crime. 


( THE MEXICAN SITUATION. 


It must be evident to any one who is keeping in touch with events 
in Mexico, and who knows the unswerving and eminently proper 
policy of Great Britain to protect ist citizens wherever they are—a 
policy that unfortunately the United States has never been wise 
enough to imitate—that things can not go on much longer on’ the 
lassez fair policy now so popular at Washington. The murder of 
Americans is of course safe, and a reeent case shows that even their 
kidnapping is not dangerous, since this government will not only 
not protect them, but is actually engaged in allowing those who mur- 
der them to buy arms and ammunition in this country for the purpose 
of defying this nation. But Englishmen are not accustomed to allow 
any of their number to be murdered in cold blood, and if Great Britain 
insists upon something being done, something more effective than the 
present plan, and announces that if the’ United States will not move 
she will, even Bryan may be persuaded to take some more effective 

‘steps than he has hitherto adopted.

THE LAST CHANCE. 

Today is the last chance which the voters of the Ninth District 
who are not now on the great register have to place their names 
there in time for the recall election of March 31st. Remember, if 
you were not registered you must register now, and your registering 
now will carry you over for the next two years and you need not 
register for the primaries, the general election in November, and city 
elections or any other elections until 1916.

It has been claimed 
that corrupt legislators were elected to the various representative 
assemblies; it has been claimed that men who took orders from the 
bosses were elected; it has been declared that the will of the people 
has been repeatedly set aside because some higher-ups or interests 
demanded the allegiance of the representative.

the old system still goes; it is the interests, not the people, who rule 
and whose word must be obeyed.’’ That is the issue in this district 
today. 

In the old days the interests never failed to turn down the 
men who were false to them; are the people going to be less wise in 
their day of power?’ We do not fear for the result, but we want 
every man and woman to do their duty by registering NOW and 
voting on March 31st. 


The Mackay divorce once more illustrates the fact that great 
wealth does not bring happiness; in fact it appears to be just the 
opposite: It is strange, however, that it does not even insure morality. 
There may be some excuse for a poor woman going wrong, and prov- 
ing unfaithful to her married vows, but when women of the class 
of the Vanderbilts and Mackays, with unlimited wealth, disgrace 
themselves and humiliate their children, they cannot be too severely 
condemned. ; 


There will be very little disposition to dispute the justice of the 
verdict in the Senator Gore scandal case. If an able-bodied woman, 
with man spectators around, could not protect herself from a blind 
man, it would be extremely surprising. It seems to be a case of at- 
tempted blackmail pure and simple. 


The Griffin eight hour law for women, which Assemblyman 
Griffin placed upon the statute books of this state three years ago, 
has been practically duplicated by Congress for the District of Col- 
umbia, otherwise Washington. With recognition from that center it 
will not be very long before the same humane proposition will be en- 
acted in every state in the Union. :

candidate receiving the highest num- 
ber of votes becomes the party nom- 
inee, and in any event, must go be- 
fore the electors at the general elec- 
tion. 

There are no longer any county 
politics, at lewst, insofar as ‘party 
nominations are involved. Every 
candidate must stand on his indivi- 
dual merits or demerits: He will be 
voted for without reference to his 
party preference. His name will ap- 
pear on all ballots and he can be 


voted for by Progessives, Republi- 
cans, Democrats, Socialists and 
Prohibitionists. 


The voter should bear in mind 
that --non-partisanship obtains in 
county affairs only. 

For all nominations for State of- 
ficers a voter must vote as he or she 
registers. 


AGE LIMIT WILL 
BE RAISED T0 


on the ballot may both belong to the 
same party, but no recognition will 
be given to their party preferences 
or membership. 

Voters who are registering under 
a party designation, under the im- 
pression that they can thereby assist 
some person in obtaining a party 
nomination for a county office, are 
doing so under a misapprehension of 
the facts. On the primary ballot 
will appear the names of all candi- 
dates for county offices. The vote

much excq@ption to the remarks of 
Councilmen Garrard and Follett, at 
the meeting last Monday evening, 
when they refused to endorse the 
amendment, which the California 
League of Municipalities has sanc- 
tioned. 

It is claimed that the amendment’ 
would make possible the freeing of 
industry and the attracting of pro- 
ducers, rather than leach-like land 
speculators, and that this is the rea- 
son why it is not favored. 

It is further claimed that the home 
Tule tax gives the cities the power 
to fix their own tax rates and con- 
duct their own business. In order 
that the public may know and form 
its own opinion, the amendment made 
to the constitution and which will be 
submitted and which has the endorse- 
ment of two-thirds of all members of 
each house, is as follows: 

“Any county, city and county, city 
or town, may exempt from taxation 
for local purposes, in whole or in 
part, any one or more of the follow- 
ing classes of property Improve- 
ments in, on, or over land; shipping; 
household furniture, live stock, mer- 
chandise, machinery, tools, farming 
implements, vehicles, other personal 
property except franchises. Any or- 
dinance or resolution of any county, 
city and county, city or town, exempt- 
ing property from taxation, as in this 
section provided, shall be subject to 
a referendum vote as by law pro- 
vided for ordinances or resolutions. 
Taxes levied upon property not ex- 
empt from taxation shall be uni- 
form.”’
